Contract for Construction 
Of New Building Awarded 


A contract for construction of new Association headquarters at 
1133 20th Street, Northwest, was signed this week with the George 
A. Fuller Co., of New York City, and work of razing the existing 
structures was begun immediately. 


Of a total of about 25 construction companies that had showed 
an interest in bidding on the job, five companies were selected and 
asked to submit bids. Owing to a last-minute contingency, one of 
these was unable to bid. 


Thus, bids of four selected construction companies were opened 
and examined in New York April 1. The Fuller company sub- 
mitted the lowest bid, and estimated completion in 195 work days, 
or by January 15, 1950. According to this schedule, the Associa- 
tion staff will be able to occupy its new quarters after the 1950 
Convention. The contract with the Fuller company was signed on 
April 11 by the Eastern subcommittee of the Buildings Committee. 


A Chronology of Efforts and Events Leading 
To Construction of the New N.C.A. Headquarters 


Consideration was given as long ago as 1935 to the need for a new structure 
to house the Association’s headquarters office and laboratories, and the records 
of the Association show numerous efforts since then either to remodel the 
present headquarters at 1739 H Street or to obtain new and modern accommo- 
dations, a drive which is about to be realized in the construction of the new 
headquarters and laboratory building at 1133 20th Street, Northwest. Need 
for enlarged facilities for the Western Branch Laboratory in San Francisco 
also has been under consideration for several years and definite progress now 
is being made to provide them. A chronology of West Coast building develop-

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April 20 before a Senate Labor sub- 
committee headed by Senator Pepper 
(Fla.) on proposals to amend the Fair 
Labor Standards Act.

At the opening of the hearings on 
April 11, Secretary of Labor Tobin 
was among the witnesses who testified 
in support of S. 653, the Administra- 
tion bill which is a companion to H. R. 
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CONGRESS 


3190, already reported, with amend- 
ments, to the House. 

S. 653 would repeal all of the sea- 
sonal exemptions applicable to fruit, 
vegetable and fish canners and substi- 
tute therefor one exemption from the 
requirements of overtime pay. This 
single exemption would authorize 
fruit, vegetable and fish canners to 
operate 10 hours a day or 50 hours a 
week for 14 weeks in the aggregate 
each year without being required to 
pay time and a half for overtime, but 
this exemption would be applicable 
only if the Secretary were to find that 
the industry “is characterized by 
marked annually recurring seasonal 
peaks of operation.” 


The House Labor Committee, in re- 
porting H. R. 3190, recommended that 
fruit and vegetable canners be allowed 
to operate 10 hours a day or 50 hours 
a week for up to 20 weeks in the dis- 
cretion of the Secretary of Labor. 

Representative Lucas (Tex.) on 
April 14 introduced a new wage-hour 
bill, H. R. 4272, which, he said, will 
be presented to the House as a substi- 
tute for H. R. 3190. 


ECA Fruit Purchases 


The Magnuson amendment intended 
to assure greater use of fruits and 
fruit products in the European Re- 
covery Program was included in the 
conference committee version of the 
bill, S. 1209, which was scheduled for 
approval by both houses before the 
end of the week. 

S. 1209 would authorize a total of 
$5,580,000,000 in aid for the second 
year of the Marshall Plan program, 
but the appropriation of this amount 
will have to be made in later, separate 
legislation. 


Price Support Hearings 


Secretary of Agriculture Brannan 
presented further testimony and an- 
swered questions this week on his pro- 
posed price support-production control 
program in hearings before the House 
Committee on Agriculture. 

The Secretary refused to estimate 
what the new program would cost. 
The Committee requested him to pre- 
sent at some future date an estimate 
of costs under the present program 
and the cost of the program he has 
recommended. 

After questioning Mr. Brannan on 
April 11 and 12, the Committee dis- 
continued hearings until next week. 


Food and Drug Export Bill 


Association Counsel is scheduled to 
appear before the House Committee 
on Interstate and Foreign Commerce 
on April 28 to present the industry's 
opposition to provisions of the Van 
Zandt bill, H. R. 562, which are ap- 
plicable to canned foods. The bill 
would amend the Federal Food, Drug 
and Cosmetic Act with respect to 
articles of food and drugs for export 
(see INFORMATION LETTER of April 2, 
page 155). 

Dr. Paul B. Dunbar, Commissioner 
of Food and Drugs, supported the bill 
in his first appearance before the Com- 
mittee on April 12. 


DEATHS 


Louis H. Risser 


Louis H. Risser, president of the 
Milford Canning Co., Milford, III., and 
a power in the industry for 35 years, 
died in Chicago April 1. He served 
as a Director of N.C.A. in 1927-29 and 
in earlier years was active on a num- 
ber of N. C. A. committees. 


Mr. Risser got his start in the can- 
ning industry at Onarga, III., where 
he succeeded his uncle as manager. 
In 1914 he became plant manager of 
the Fame Canning Co., in Greenwood, 
and a few years later became presi- 
dent and general manager. He bought 
the Milford Canning Co. in 1923. This 
plant was the largest to can corn and 
was considered one of the most mod- 
ern in the country. 

He was born in Onarga, and for the 
last 20 years lived in Hoopeston. 


Mrs. Marc Hutchinson 


Mrs. Wilna Leland Hutchinson, wife 
of Mare C. Hutchinson, died at home 
in Fennville, Mich., April 13. Mr. 
Hutchinson is a former President of 
the N.C.A., presently chairman of the 
Administrative Council, and president 
of the Michigan Fruit Canners, Inc., 
Fennville, Mich. They were married 
December 31, 1912. Besides her hus- 
band, she leaves two sons and a 
daughter. 


Edward H. Temple 


Edward H. Temple, retired sales ex- 
ecutive of the American Can Company, 
died at Vista, Calif., April 2. Mr. 
Temple was active in packers’ can 
sales for many years in both the West 
and Midwest. He retired about 20 
years ago.

The Woman's Day magazine is dis- 
tributed through the A&P food stores 
and has a circulation of nearly 
3,000,000.

Canned Food Easter Brunch 


Julia Lee Wright, food editor of 
Family Circle, has an interesting and 
timely article in the April issue of the 
magazine. Under the title “Stop in 
after Church,” the feature has a 
colorful page showing Easter brunch 
made almost completely with canned 
food.

Proposed Potato Standards Permit Use of Calcium Salts 


Findings of fact and proposed modi- 
fication of the standard of identity for 
canned white potatoes were published 
in the Federal Register of April 13, 
as follows: 


Findings of fact.’ 1. Definitions and 
standards of identity for canned v 
tables other than those specifically 
regulated (21 CFR, Cum. Supp. 
52.990) as 1—— by publica- 
tion in the Federal Register of Febru- 
ary 28, 1940, established a definition 
and standard of identity for canned 
potatoes without providing for the use 
of calcium salts as optional ingredi- 
ents of such food. (Ex. 2.) 


2. In canning potatoes difficulty is 
sometimes encountered due to a soften- 
ing of the potatoes followed by break- 
ing down or sloughing off of the outer 
layers. These effects result in an un- 
attractive appearance of both the po- 
tatoes and the liquid medium in which 
they are packed. The factors respon- 
sible for this condition in cann 
tatoes have not been established. rR. 
12, 18, 18-19, 20-21, 24, 28, 32-33, 34, 
45, 45 49, 60, 53, 59-61, 64-67, 75;

3. Difficulties similar to those de- 
scribed in finding 2 are also encoun- 
tered in canned tomatoes but they 
were found to be overcome to a large 
extent by adding small amounts of 

urified calcium chloride, calcium sul- 
ate, calcium citrate, monocalcium 
phosphate or mixtures of these. Ex- 
periments have also shown that cal- 
cium salts when added in canning po- 
tatoes serve to prevent the breaking 
up of the potatoes. Investigators be- 
lieve that the action of the calcium 
salts in canned potatoes is analogous 
to the action of calcium salts in canned 
tomatoes and that the firming is re- 
lated to the calcium content of the 
salts. The investigations indicate that 
the — of calcium salts needed 
for firming potatoes varies with the 
potatoes — canned but that a quan- 
tity expressed in terms of the calcium 
contained therein amounting to 0.051 
pores of calcium by weight of the 
nished canned potatoes is sufficient 
for firming potatoes. (R. 10, 12, 21, 
26, 27, 29-30, 32-33, 34, 37-38, 40-43, 
47, 49-50, 52-55, 57-58, 62, 63-68, 70-71, 
74, 75, 79; Ex. 2, 4) 

4. In addition to the calcium salts 
used with canned tomatoes it was rec- 
ommended that calcium gluconate be 
recognized for use in canned potatoes. 
The reasons advanced were largel 
theoretical. No evidence that cal- 
cium gluconate is a normal constituent 
of food was adduced and there was 
no showing that animal feeding ex-

periments have been made to deter- 

ine the effect of long time use of 
this salt. The evidence is insufficient 
to show whether calcium gluconate is 
suitable for such use. (R. 10, 11-12, 
16-17, 28, 37-38, 39-40, 43-44, 70, 75) 


5. Since the firming of potatoes ap- 
pears to depend on the calcium content 
of the calcium salts added, a reason- 
ably informative label statement for 
canned potatoes to which one or more 
of the permitted calcium salts have 
been added is “Trace f 
Added,” or “With Added Trace of 
„the blank being filled 
with the words “Calcium Salt” or 
“Calcium Salts,” as the case may be, 
or with the name or names of the par- 
ticular calcium salt or salts added. 
(R. 12, 30-31, 42, 69-72; Ex. 2) 

Conclusions, On the basis of the 
substantial evidence of record and the 
foregoing findings of fact, it is con- 
cluded that it will promote honesty 
and fair dealing in the interest of 
consumers to amend the definitions 
and standards of identity for canned 
vegetables other than those specifically 
regulated to provide for the optional 
use in canned potatoes of purified 
calcium chloride, calcium sulfate, cal- 
cium citrate, monocalcium phosphate, 
or any mixture of two or more of 
these calcium salts, in amounts rea- 
sonably necessary to firm the pota- 
toes, but in no case in an amount such 
that the calcium contained in such 
salts or mixtures is more than 0.051 
percent of the weight of the finished 
canned potatoes, and to provide for 
label statement of such optional in- 
gredients. 

Wherefore, it is ordered, That para- 
graphs (c) (3) and (f) (1) of § 52.990 

re-written to read as follows: 

§ 52.990 Canned vegetables; iden- 
tity; label statement of optional in- 
gredients.... 

(3) (i) Starch, in the cases of white 
sweet corn (cream style or crushed 
form) and yellow sweet corn (cream 
style or crushed form) in a quantity 
not more than sufficient to insure 
smoothness. 


(ii) In the case of potatoes, purified 
calcium chloride, calcium sulfate, cal- 
cium citrate, monocalcium phosphate, 
or any mixture of two or more such 
calcium salts, in a quantity reasonably 
necessary to firm the potatoes, but in 
no case in a quantity such that the 
calcium contained in any such calcium 
salt or mixture is more than 0.051 per-

Proposed effective date. The season 
for canning potatoes begins in some of 
the important canning areas in the 
latter part of May. uring the 1948 

acking season it was observed that 
n Tennessee the need for added cal- 
cium salts for firming potatoes was 
greater at the start of the canning 
season than it was later in the season. 
The proximity of the 1949 pads 
season creates an emergency condi- 
tion in the matter of amending the 
definition and standard of identity for 
canned potatoes to recognize the addi- 
tion of calcium salts as optional in- 
gredients. It is concluded that it is 
necessary for this amendment to 

come effective in less than 90 1 
from the date of publication of the 
final order in the Federal Register. 


Any interested person whose ap- 
pearance was filed at the hearing may, 
within 10 days from the date of publi- 
cation of this tentative order in the 
Federal Register, file with the Hear- 
ing Clerk, Federal Security Agency, 
Room 5109, Federal Security Building, 
Fourth Street and Independence Ave- 
nue, S. W., Washington, D. C., written 
exceptions thereto, Exceptions shall 
— out with particularity the al- 
eged errors in this tentative order and 
shall contain specific references to the 
pages of the transcript of the testi- 
mony or to the exhibits on which such 
exceptions are based. Such exceptions 
may be accompanied by a memoran- 
dum or brief in support thereof. Ex- 
ceptions and accompanying memo- 
randa or briefs shall be submitted in 
quintuplicate.

of its activities made necessary the 
erection, in 1927, of a fireproof addi- 
tion, so constructed as to appear to be 
part of the original structure, and the 
purchase, in 1931, of a two-story house 
on adjacent property, at 803-5 18th 
Street. The funds for this purchase 
were contributed by the American 
Can Company and the Continental Can 
Company. 

An informal committee gave con- 
sideration in 1935 to proposals to re- 
model the present headquarters build- 
ing and to provide an assembly room 
for Board and Administrative Council 
meetings, to tear down and replace the 
building at 803-5 18th Street, and to 
erect a new unit there at an estimated 
cost of between $45,000 and $50,000. 

At the meeting of the Administra- 
tive Council on September 26, 1939, a 
six-man committee (Walter Graefe, 
chairman, and Frank Gerber, Clarence 
M. Walters, the late E. F. Trego, the 
late K. K. Mayer, and A. M. Lester) 
was appointed “to study the improve- 
ment or rebuilding of the Association's 
offices and report at the next meeting 
of the Council, with authority to em- 
ploy an architect and to obtain bids on 
remodeling costs.” This committee de- 
cided that it would be impossible to 
sell the present headquarters for a fair 
price and that it was unwise to con- 
struct a new building unless such a 
sale could be made. 


The committee recommended on Oc- 
tober 18, 1939, that $50,000 be spent 
for the erection of an addition to the 
Washington headquarters; although 
this proposal did not receive formal 
approval by the Administrative Coun- 
cil, the Council at its meeting on Janu- 
ary 20, 1940, authorized the committee 
to purchase property adjacent to Asso- 
ciation headquarters, at 807 18th 
Street, at not to exceed $75,000. The 
Council gave Mr. Gorrell the same au- 
thority at its meeting in January, 
1941, but the owners of the property 
declined to sell. 


Another move toward obtaining new 
quarters was begun with the appoint- 
ment on June 5, 1945, of a seven-man 
Building Committee (G. Sherwin Hax- 
ton, chairman, and Ralph Dulany, E. 
B. Cosgrove, the late Alfred Eames, 
the late Scott Holman, Frank Gorrell 
and H. E. Gray) “to consider the hous- 
ing of the Association’s headquarters 
in Washington and to make such rec- 
ommendations to the Board of Direc- 
tors as the Committee may find appro- 
priate.” Chairman Haxton reported 
to the Administrative Council on No- 
vember 18, 1945, that action to acquire 


new headquarters should be deferred 
until the real estate market had be- 
come more stabilized. Subsequent to 
submission of this report, the Board 
adopted a resolution authorizing the 
same committee “to select and, if nec- 
essary, to purchase an adequate site 
in the Washington area for a new 
Association building.” 


Chairman Haxton reported to the 
Council and Board at the 1946 Con- 
vention that the committee realized 
the need for action just as soon as an 
agreement could be reached on loca- 
tion and price, but that the committee 
did not feel justified in making a de- 
cision until further efforts had been 
made to find a site suitable from the 
standpoint of “size, location, and 
price.” The committee was re-consti- 
tuted with authority “to select and to 
contract on behalf of the Association 
for the purchase of a suitable site for 
a new building to house the Associa- 
tion’s activities.” 


On March 26, 1946, Chairman Hax- 
ton wired members of the committee 
that because of an order of the Civil- 
ian Production Administration limit- 
ing construction, it would be desirable 
to rent additional space; and the two- 
story house at 807 18th Street subse- 
quently was leased for three years. 
The lease on this property will expire 
in August of this year. 


The Building Committee was author- 
ized by the Board on May 22, 1946, “to 
select and to purchase on behalf of the 
Association a suitable site for a new 
Washington headquarters of the Asso- 
ciation, to exchange, lease, convey, or 
otherwise dispose of, as part of such 
transaction, the present realty, build- 
ings, and equipment of the Association 
in the District of Columbia; and to 
enter into all contracts, leases, or other 
arrangements with respect to realty, 
building, and equipment now owned 
or to be acquired in the District of 
Columbia.” 


The life of the Building Committee 
was extended at the January, 1947, 
meeting of the Board, and the commit- 
tee given the same powers granted it 
the previous spring. 


In response to a report by H. N. 
Riley, chairman of the Scientific Re- 
search Committee, pointing out the 
need for better housing and tools for 
the laboratories, the Board at its meet- 
ing on January 19, 1947, adopted a 
resolution authorizing the selection 
and purchase of a suitable site for a 
new building for the Western Branch 
Laboratory, and a Western Branch 
Laboratory Site Committee was cre- 
ated. However, the activities of this 
committee and the existing Building 
Committee were merged at the meeting 


of the Board of Directors on Novem- 
ber 14, 1947, when a new Buildings 
Committee, to supervise building ac- 
tivities in both Washington and San 
Francisco, was formed by President 
Emil Rutz, as follows: 


W. F. Dietrich, chairman, and John 
L. Baxter, Milton E. Brooding, How- 
ard T. Cumming, Frank Gorrell, Wal- 
ter L. Graefe, H. E. Gray, G. Sherwin 
Haxton, H. J. Humphrey, Mare C. 
Hutchinson, H. F. Krimendahl, Carroll 
E. Lindsey, E. N. Richmond, and H. N. 
Riley. O. G. Willits, the late Scott 
Holman, and Fred Heinz subsequently 
were added to the Committee. 


The new Buildings Committee 
evolved a program so complete and 
satisfactory that the Board and Coun- 
cil at their meetings in January, 1948, 
adopted it practically without change. 
The Board adopted a resolution (1) 
providing that a building fund be set 
up on the books of the Association and 
that $300,000 of the present surplus 
be transferred to this building fund; 
(2) authorizing the Buildings Com- 
mittee to continue its work, and grant- 
ing it authority to buy, sell, lease and 
exchange real estate in order to ac- 
quire building sites; and (3) fixing 
the annual dues for the calendar year 
at 9/20ths of a cent per case for sea- 
sonal products and 9/40ths of a cent 
for nonseasonal, this increase to be 
specifically nonrecurrent and to carry 
with it also the option of paying the 
additional assessment either in one 
sum or in three equal annual install- 
ments. 


The buildings program, as approved 
by the Board, contemplated need for 
$1,500,000, which would be raised by 
using $500,000 of N. C. A. assets ($300,- 
000 cash and $200,000 net value of 
properties to be disposed of), raising 
$400,000 by the additional dues assess- 
ment, and obtaining several hundred 
thousand dollars in contributions from 
suppliers. 


The various Building Committees 
appointed from time to time had made 
many inspections of property in the 
Washington area, and the various sites 
were inspected again as to their loca- 
tion, size and price before the 20th 
Street property was decided on. 


Under the authority granted it by 
the Board, the Buildings Committee 
arranged for the purchase of six lots 
on 20th Street, Northwest, which to- 
gether provide 13,200 square feet, 
with 95 feet frontage and 140 feet in 
depth. Settlement, including real 
estate and legal fees, cost $188,292.50. 


By May 1, 1948, it was possible to 
report that the Buildings Fund goal

had been approximately two-thirds 
realized, 


The Eastern Buildings Subcommit- 
tee of the Association’s Buildings 
Committee selected and on August 5 
appointed the architectural firm of 
Abbott, Merkt & Co., of New York 
City, for the design and construction- 
supervision of the new Association 
headquarters building. The staff, 
meanwhile, had been engaged in the 
preparation of preliminary sketches 
and estimates of space and equipment 
requirements. 


The unanimous action of the Board 
of Directors at the 1949 Convention in 
adopting four resolutions dealing with 


the Buildings Program made an ac- 
complished fact of the intensive effort 
in blue-printing modern facilities for 
Washington headquarters and labora- 
tory and for the Western Branch 
Laboratory. Briefly, the resolutions 
expressly ratified the work of the Com- 
mittee and of the Eastern and West- 
ern subcommittees; authorized the 
Committee to proceed with the build- 
ings program until the work has been 
completed; authorized the Committee 
to execute any necessary contracts; 
and authorized the Committee to ob- 
tain short term loans for construction 
purposes, with the approval of the 
Board or the Executive Committee, 
not in excess of $300,000.

BAE Reports Planting Intentions of Snap Beans Up; 
Corn and Cabbage Acreage Down Slightly from 1948 


The Bureau of Agricultural Economics issued reports on April 11 on intended 
acreage of sweet corn and snap beans for processing and of cabbage for kraut. 
Since the plans may be modified before plantings are actually made, they are 
to be considered only as a guide in making adjustments in acreage plans before 


plantings are actually made. 


Poultry Canned in February 


The quantity of poultry canned or 
used in canning during February was 
15 percent less than the quantity 
canned or used in canning during 
February of last year, the Bureau of 
Agricultural Economics reports. Poul- 
try canned or used in canning during 
the month totaled 9,564,000 pounds 
compared with 11,285,000 pounds in 
February last year.

Stocks and Shipments 


Canner stocks of red pitted cherries 
April 1, 1949, amounted to 151,881 
actual cases, compared with stocks in 
canners’ hands April 1, 1948, of 37,056 
actual cases, the Association's Division 
of Statistics reports. 

Shipments from canners’ stocks dur- 
ing March, 1949, amounted to 128,638 
actual cases, as compared with 168,732 
cases shipped during February, and 
68,101 actual cases moved during 
March, 1948.

Cabbage for Kraut 


The acreage of cabbage that kraut 
packers intend to contract for 1949, 
including packers’ own plantings, is 4 
percent less than the acreage planted 
under contract in 1948 and 13 percent 
less than the 10-year average, accord- 
ing to BAE. Should these early sea- 
son intentions be carried out, the acre- 
age planted under contract for the 
1949 season would be 8,600 acres com- 
pared with 8,960 acres in 1948 and 
9,870 acres for the 1938-47 period. 

Most of the reporting packers usu- 
ally purchase a substantial portion of 
their kraut cabbage requirements on 
the open market in addition to quanti- 
ties obtained from their contracted 
acreage. In 1948, the open market 
acreage represented about 53 percent 
of the total. In past years this acre- 
ave has comprised 42 to 69 percent 
of the total. 


Snap Beans for Processing 


Acreage intentions of snap bean 
processors show about 15 percent more 
acreage than was planted for canning 
and freezing last year, according to 
BAE. 

Abandonment of planted acreage 
averaged about 5 percent annually 
during the past 10 years. If this loss 
is assumed for 1949, about 108,500 
acres would be harvested in 1949, 
compared with 95,000 acres harvested 


in 1948, and an average of 108,350 
acres for the 1938-47 period. With 
a yield in line with the 10-year aver- 
age of 1.69 tons, the BAE notes that 
a production of about 183,400 tons 
would result. The 1948 production is 
estimated at 179,800 tons, and the 
1938-47 average production at 180,070

Corn for Processing 


Processors of sweet corn apparently 
intend to reduce the acreage for can- 
ning and freezing about 2 percent 
from the 1948 plantings, according 
to BAE. 


Abandonment of planted acreage 
averaged about 6 percent annually 
during the past 10 years. If this loss 
is assumed for 1949, about 466,500 
acres would be harvested in 1949. 
This compares with 479,770 acres har- 
vested in 1948 and an average of 431,- 
790 acres for the 1938-47 period. The 
BAE notes that with a yield in line 
with the 10-year average of 2.42 tons, 
a production of about 1,128,900 tons 
would result in 1949. The 1948 pro- 
duction is estimated at 1,317,400 tons

Canned Baby Food Pack 


The pack of canned baby food for 
the calendar year 1948 totaled 126,- 
698,200 dozens, an increase of about 
41 percent from the 1947 pack of 89,- 
899,581 dozens. About 57 percent of 
the 1948 pack was in glass, as com- 
pared with about 44 percent packed in 
glass in 1946. The 1947 pack by type of 
container is not available. 

Of the 101 million dozens of strained 
baby food packed in 1948, 55 percent 
was in glass, whereas only 46 percent 
of the 1946 pack of 96 million dozens 
was in glass. 

Of the 25 million dozens of chopped 
or junior foods packed in 1948, 62 per- 
cent was in glass, whereas only 38 per- 
cent of the 1946 pack of 25 million 
dozens was in glass.

Frozen Food Convention 
Booked for Chicago in 1950 


The over-all frozen food industry 
conventions for 1950 will be held in 
Chicago from January 31 to Febru- 
ary 4, correlated with the 1950 Atlan- 
tic City conventions, it has been an- 
nounced by the All-Industry Frozen 
Food Convention Committee.
